Ee Says It Is Impossible to corner

Three more failures were posted on the 
One of them was 
foreshadowed Tuesday afternoon, the second 
was not unexpected, and the third was rela- 
‘tively of less importance than any that have 
occurred. All of them were due directly to the 
collapse of the Cudahy and Wright deals in 


provisions. As in the cases of the firms suspend- 


ing Tuesday they could give no statement of 
their liabilities, but these are estimated at 
$1,000,000, The concerns that failed were:

THOMAS GREIG. 

Their failures were apparently the end of 
the storm which had swept across the board. 
Brokers and speculators accepted them as 
gach, for half an hour after the market opened 
they were saying gleefully that the worst was 
Known. and before the bell had tapped the 
signal to disperse telegrams were flying all 
over the country declaring that 
health had been restored to 
the situation. The markets were 
all higher. The potent power of P. D. Ar- 
mour and a half dozen packers was largely 
responsible for this. They supported the 

kets openly and vigorously from the be- 
ing, and the crowd cheerfully gave them 
aid. The closing trades were made in the 
warm atmosphere of a really buoyant feel- 


ing. 

The corridors of the big stone building were 
thronged with men and women long before 
the trading hour began, and 300 people waited 
for admittance to the galleries, They were a 
motley crowd. There were capitalists among 
them as well as men whose appearance told 
plainly the story of hard experience. There 
vere men and women, too, who were inter- 
ested in deals in the market, and others who 
tame simply to look on the bloodless 


yet desperate battle for existence, which they 


faricied would be waged all day by firms and 
operators who were suspected of having been 
entangled in the tentacles of the dead corner. 
| Eager Spectators Fill the Galleries. 

When the watchman threw open the gallery 


the crowds rushed pell mell up the stairs and 


jn an instant ranged themselves along the rail- 
ings, a fringe of humanity whose ranks were 
six and eight deep. Those behind 
struggled to a front place and those who were 
not strong enough to do this stood on the Win- 
dow seats and benches. 

They all watched eagerly the crowd of 

rokers and members pouring up-stairs. 
here were 1,500 of them. The strain of the 
great events through which the trade had just 
passed was plainly visible upon their faces. 
They took their places on the steps of 
the pit and waited nervously for the 
bell to sound. Just before it rang 
Secretary Stone crowded his way to the little 
stand in the center of the gallery and 
rapped for silence, There was a stillness 
broken only by the clicking of tel- 
‘egraph instruments as he read from 
a slip of paper a direction that all those hav- 
ing trades with George G. Parker & Co. and 
Thomas Greig should close them out. As his 
gavel, which has sounded the knell of so many 

speculators, fell the bell rang out. 

A mighty shout sundered the air. It rose 
higher and higher, absorbmg in one roar the 
shrieks and yells of a thousand men, who at 
that signal flung themselves forward in the 
pits, bidding and offering for lots at prices 
that were a cent apart. It was two minutes 
before the bedlam of confusion had cleared 
sufficiently to enable even the veteran brokers 
to know what the offers were. The opening 
prices for wheat went out all the way from 
59% to 61 cents; for lard, $6.50; and for 
pork, $11.50. 

Announces the Failure of a Third Broker. 

Prices had pointed definitely in neither one 
direction nor the other, when, in two minutes 
more, Secretary Stone again appeared in the 
gallery. Before he dropped his gavel a thou- 
sand pairs of eyes had caught sight of him. 
The yells stopped suddenly and he read a no- 
tice which meant that D. Eggleston & Son 


company had gone up. 
This was the failure which the crowd had 


the day before believed to be inevitable. It 
was thought it had been discounted, but the 
belief proved incorrect, and it produced 
asmall panic instead. Wheat broke quickly 
to 584 under a host of offerings. But at that 
point it stopped. A strong hand met it. In 
two minutes the crowd knew that the looked- 
for support had come. They were sure of it 
when they saw Cal Favorite, Armour & 
Co.’s'prineipal managers personally bidding 
for lard and pork and taking both in large 
quantities. 7 
They saw brokers of half a dozen other 
packers at work buying in the same pits, 


and soon. they were able to see positively 


that the offerings of wheat were not so large 
that they could not be easily absorbed. The 
crowd turned in and helped the buying proc- 
ess. Bulls shook off ir fears and bears 

ned to cover. For an hour the buymg 
went on in both pits. Armour and the big 
packers acted without any attempt at con- 
cealment. They made it clear that they were

Spirits of Speculators Rise. 

As a natural result everything moved up. 
and like a barometer the spirits of specu- 
lators rose with prices. They were ready to 
Swear that all trouble was over first, and 
later declared that confidence was restored. 
Numbers of them left the pits, which by 11 
O'clock gave no sign that anything unusual 
had occurred on the board for a week. Trad- 
ing was brisk, and a feature of it was 
export demand.

President. O. B. Eggleston, whom every- 
body knew as “Sandy” Eggleston, was the 
head and front of it. He is an old mem- 
ber of the board, and for years has been 
a prominent operator. At the time 
of the Kershaw failure, growing 
out of the smash of the Harper 
wheat corner, he was said to have lost up- 
wards of $800,000 trying to save a small 
special partnership in Kershaw’s firm. He 
had money left, however, and started again. 
His specialty was the carrying of property. 
He was one of the heaviest carriers on the 
board. He .acted also asa sort of clearing- 
hoyse for numerous small traders. 


Carried Lard for Cudahy. 


Eggleston's name was bandied about the 
curb freely Tuesday afternoon. It was 
known he was carrying lard for Cudahy, 
and besides this pork, wheat, and almost 
every other article dealt in on the floor. Mr. 
Eggleston's closest friends did not give a de- 
nial to the rumors. He himself was busy at 
his Office until midnight Tuesday, He tele- 
graphed in every direction for money. He 
spent an hour in a booth in the Long Distance 
Telephone office talking with people in other 
cities trying to arrange for funds to tide over 
the crisis. Money did not eome yesterday 
morning and his failure followed. 

The affairs of the firm were put into the 
hands of George C. Lazear as receiver at 11 
o' clock. Mr. Eggleston said at that hour: 
‘The liabilities were given at $500,000; but 
I can’t tell what they really are. We shall 
not arrive at that knowledge until the deals 


are all closed out. 


Was it the lard deal that broke you?“ 

“Yes. I carried lard for Cudahy. I had 
more than 25,000 tierces. I had 17,000 
barrels of pork. If I could have held on 
an hour longer I should have got better 
prices for both. I had cash wheat, but it was 
transferred. The wheat sold against it was 
bought in and then resold. Ldon't know yet 
what that loss is. I bad stuff of all kinds, but 
it is useless to attempt to figure up the loss 
now.’

That's another question I cannot answer.

Connected with af Real Estate Firm. 


Estimates around the board put Eggles- 
ton’s losses at approximately $750,000. But

ent result. Mr. Eggleston is interested in the 
real estate firm of Egglesten, Mallette & 
Brownell, which owned a suburban tract 
south of Englewood known as Eggleston. 
The real estate firm, Mr. Eggleston says, is 
unaffected by hir failure. 

George G. Parker & Co. were regarded as 
one of the strong houses on the floor. The 


firm was composed of three brothers—George 


G., Henry, and Will Parker. George was 
supposed to have from $300,000 to $500.- 
000 available in the business. .The gossips 
set the figure of their losses at $250,000. 
George G. Parker said he was unable to tell 
what they were, 4

Thomas Greig, the other of the trio who 
fafled yesterday, is a commission man trad- 
ing chiefly in provisions.

Mr. Greig said he was 
even on the market, but ordered his trades 
closed because he could not stand the strain. 
The suspended firms owed him money. 

Austin W. Wright, who went down in the 
collapse of his pork deal, made an assign- 
ment yesterday to W. W. Catlin. No 
statement of assets or liabilities was 
given in the deed. The firms whose suspen- 
sion he caused believe everything he had was 
absorbed in the deal. Wright was credited 
with the possession of a fortune of $750,000 
a few months since. C. S. Darrow is his at- 
torney. He said:

Provision Company Goes Down. 


The North American Provision company 
also made an assignment. Julius Schwabacher 
was made assignee. This liquidation was the 
result of attachment proceedings for 517,000 
by the Chicago Provision and Packing com- 
pany. While roughly estimating its assets at 
$500,000, more than $75,000 of this amount 
is owed by John Cudahy. The assignee counts 
the Cudahy claim good. Including this claim 
the company has bills receivable of $135,000 
to $145,000, all of 72 are secured except 
the amount due from Cudahy. The compa- 
hy’s plant at Forty- fourth and Center streets 
is placed at $200,000. While $165,000 is 


the estimate on other assets, including. cash 


on hand and pork in warehouses, the latter is 
subject to warehouse receipts and elaims fig- 
ured in the liabilities, which after being de- 
dueted, itis claimed, will show a net balance 
in these assets alone of $45,000 to 850.000. 
The company claims that its entire liabilities 
are secured. i 

The firms that suspended Tuesday declared 
they were still in the dark as to the amount 
they owed. Jerry Steever believed that his 
liabilities would approximate $250,000. Es- 
timates were made that Wright & Haughey’s 
failure meant losses of between $100,000 and 
$200,000, E. W. Bailey & Co.’s, $150,000 to 
$200,000; and A. C. Helmholz, $150,000. 
The total of the failures of the two days it was 
estimated wotld reach between $4,500,000 
and $5,000,000. 

This estimated tremendous loss was based 
on the supposition that the wreck of the lard 
deal involved the Cudahy clique to the extent 
of nearly $3,000,000. It was repeated yes- 
terday with emphasis that the losses on the 
crash of Tuesday alone amounted to 81,900, 
000 and that other losses would swell the 
total by another million. 

No statement was attempted at Mr. 
Cudahy’s office. It will not be 
known there for several days with 
any degree of certainty just what the losses 
are. John Cudahy was not at his office yester- 
day. Callers were referred to Levy Mayer, 
who with W. J. Hynes was in consultation 
nearly all of Tuesday night over the failure. 
Statement of Debts Not Now Possible. 

Mr. Mayer said: Until Mr. Cudahy’s 
books are balanced and statements exchanged 
with those through whom he was operating it 
is impossible to say what he owes. His as- 
sets are diversified and extensive, consisting 
of real estate and securities. The banks with

The stories told around the board were that 
when the stringent calls for margin began 
Mr. Cudahy put up many securities in place 
of money and that much of his property was 
used as collateral.

AOOOUNT OF THE UPS AND DOWNS 
* OF THE OUDAHY BROTHERS. 


They Hail from County Kilkenny, Ireland, 
and Climb from the Bdttem of the 
Financial Ladder=The Brothers Escape 
Loss in John Cudahy's Calamity- John 
Is a Man of Genial Temper and Has a 
Charitable Heart—Sketch of Their Me- 
teoric Careérs. — 

Without the names of the Cudahy brothers 
a history of the provision and cereal trade 
could not be written in this country. The 
failure of John Cudahy was but an incident 
in the commercial record of the Cudahys, 
who have made and unmade markets for the 
last ten years. Possessed of indomitable 
will, fine judgment, aud untiring energy the 
Cudahy brothers arose step by step from 
financial mediocrity to a position vast in its 
influence and commercial power. 

John Cudahy was born in Callan, County 
Kilkenny, Ireland, Nov. 2, 1843. He is 
the son of Patrick and Elizabeth Cudahy, 
his mother’s people, the Shaws, be- 
ing natives of Callan. When in 1849 
the father came to America the eldest son 
was but 10 years of age. There were six chil- 
dren in all: John and Michael Cudahy, who 
are in Chicago; Edward, who has charge of 
the Omaha plant and packing industries of 
the Cudahy brothers; Patrick, who is the

William A., who died some time ago in Mil- 
waukee, and one sister, Elizabeth, who gave 
her life to her religion and died as Sister 
Stanislaus in the House of the Good Shepherd 
in Milwaukee Jan. 19, 1892. 

After living a few years in the East the 
Cudahys came to Milwaukee, where, 
in a short period, they began mak- 
ing commercial history. Patrick Cud- 
ahy, the father, who died some 
years ago, wasa broker in a small way and 
early in the 608 started a small slaughter 
and packing house in Milwaukee, where the 
boys learned the business in the most prac- 
tical way possible. John and Michael Cud- 
ahy received most of their education in these 
shops, John, however, having several years’ 
training in the public schools of Milwaukee. 


Begins His Own Business Career. 


Edward Roddis, a packer in Milwaukee, 
gave Jobn Cudahy a position in his establish- 
ment when John was 15 years old, and 
inside of a year the future market operator 
was the most trusted employé in the house.

From the earliest point in his commercial 
history one fact stands out bold and prom- 
inent. John Cudahy is a born speculator, 

Michael Cudahy had at the age of 14 en- 
tered the employment of Layton & Plankin- 
ton at Milwaukee, and in 1866 became con- 
nected with the Ed Roddis éstablishment, 
where his brother was already employed. 
John Cudahy at the age of 19 accepted a posi- 
tion with John Plankinton, 1 * he resigned 
after eighteen months to go in business for 
himself. In conjunction with Thomas 
Grynne he started a nurseryin Milwaukee 
and made money for the three years during 
which the partnership continued. 

John Cudahy at this time accepted a re- 
sponsible position. with the Layton & Co. 
house in Milwaukee. Three years later he 
was appointed provision inspector for the City 
of Milwaukee, and afterwards became fore. 
man of the Board of Trade inspectors. After 
being connected with Van Kirk & McGeough 
for two years John Cudahy bought an interest 
in the John Plankinton packing establish. 
ment, 

Afterwards, in 1876, when Michael Cudahy 
bought out the Plankinton interest, John 
came to Chicago, His first venture here was 
to form a copartnership with E. D. Chapin, 
the firm being known as E. D. Chapin & Co., 
packers. A year later the firm name was 
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1878 he became a partir of P. D. Armour, 
taking care of the stoc®-yards end of the 
growing enterprise. In dissolving their part. 
nership they remained the closest of friends. 
Michael Cudahy has a family of four daugh- 
ters and three sons. He is said to be finan- 
cially unaffected by his brother’s failure. 
Patrick Cudahy, the head of the Milwaukee 
house, has a fortune of seven figures, and 
Edward A. Cudahy, the fourth brother, has 
a million and more to his credit. The Omaha 
business of the Cudahy brothers .would be a 
fortune in itself to any family.

BRIEF SKETCH OF CUDAHY BROTHERS. 


How They Rose from the Foot of the Lad- 
der to Amass Fortunes, 
.Mrtwavxer, Wis., Aug. 2.—[Special,]—All 
of the Cudahy brothers started their business 
careers in Milwaukee. None of them, though, 
excepting Edward, are native Milwaukeeans. 
Their father was a poor man when he came 
hére; he worked in a packing 
house, and through him his sons 
were initiated into the butcher business. They 
started in the employ of John Plaukinton, 
whose packing-house wasestablished in 1844. 
Michael Cudahy after learning the butcher 
trade engaged in business for himself. A 
characteristic story is told in this connection 
by Mike” ** Cuddy,” as one of his packing- 

house friends called him. Said he: 

Before Armour tver heard of me I bought a 
yearling, slaughtered, skinned, and cleaned it, 
chopped it up, loaded it in a wagon, and sold it 
on the streets of Milwaukee. With the profit I 
started ashop. I did a big business, looking 
after the slaughtering myself, until Armeur 
came along one day and said he #anted me for 
manager of the Plankinton-Armour house. 

Under his management the Milwaukee 
house grew and Joseph Armour started a 
branch in Chicago, Mike Cudahy being sent 
down to manage theconcern. Atthis time he 
was drawing a salary of $25,000 a year. It 
was but a year or two later that Mike Cudahy 
was admitted as a partner in the Chicago 
house. : 


For a number of years John Cudahy was 


provision ifiépector of the Milwaukee Cham- 
ber of Commerce, receiving a salary of $2,000 
A year. He went to Kansas City when Plank- 
inton and, Armour opened a packing-house 
at that place and organized it for them. When 
everything was running smoothly he returned 
to Milwaukee. He left here for Chicago in 
1875. 

When Michael Cudahy went to Chicago his 
younger brother, Patrick, succeeded him as 
the superintendent of the Milwaukee packing- 
house. After the retirement of Mr. Armour 
from the Plankinton-Armour house in 1884 
Patrick Cudahy was admitted as a partner, 
the firm becoming John Plankinton & Co, In 
1888 Mr. Plankinton retired from the busi- 
ness, selling out his interest to John Cudahy, 
the firm name being changed to Cudahy 
Bros. John owned a two-thirds and Pat- 
rick a one-third interest in the business. 
Since that time Patrick increased his interest 
until now they are equally divided. The firm 
ismow building at Cudahy, a few miles south 
of the city, an immense packing-house which 
it intends to occupy this fall. The estimated 
cost of the plant is a million dollars. Patrick 
Cudahy is thlike his brother John in that he 
is no speculator, confining himself entirely to 
his packing business.

BLOUNT ON THE LIST. 


SAID TO HAVE BEEN MARKED FOR 
ASSASSINATION. 


With Queen Lil, Claus Spreckels, and 
Others, It Is Said the American Minis- 
ter Is Set Down’ for Removal by 
Radical Hawaiian Annexationists=Pe- 
cullar Inscription on a Cane Creates a 

2 Sensation—Denial That New Treaty 
Clauses Have Been Considerd. 


HoxoLuLu, July 26.—A few minutes before 
the Australia sailed from Honolulu July 19 
a number of prominent royulists met Mr. 
Claus Spreckels in the Captain’s cabin, and, 
through Charles Creighton as spokesman, 
presented him with a cane, upon the gold 
handle of which was engraved the following 
inscription : : 

Ave Claus; Morituri te Salutans; in Memoriam. 
From Your Fellow-Citizens Doomed to Die at the 
Hands of the Murder Society of the Annexation 
Club. Threatened Men Live Long. Leben Sie 
Hundret Jahre und Niemals Sterben. 

In addition to the above the following list 
of es was engraved beneath: Liliuokalani, 
R. James Blount, Claus Spreckels, Samuel 
Parker, V. V. Ashford, C. W. Ashford, John 
Cummins, J. E, Bush, Charles Creighton, An- 
tone Rosa, A. P. Peterson, Dr. Foote, G. B. 
Wilson, J. W. Robertson, John Bowler, C. O. 
Berger, E. B. Thomas, G. C. Kenyon, E. Nor- 
rie, W. H. Rickard, J. F. Colburn, W. H.

Blount Makes Formal Complaint. 

The above list is that of persons who were 
said to have been selected by the annexation- 
ists for immediate slaughter in case the dyna- 
mite conspiracy to restore the Queen should 
be carried into effect. Mr. Creighton pub- 
lished an explanation that the whole affair 
was only a jocose reminder to Mr. Spreckels 
of his proscription in common with the others 
named. 

On hearing that his nume was inscribed 
on the cane Mr. Blount denied all 
knowledge of such a cane, and expressed the 
strongest indignation at the unauthorized use 
made of his name. He regards it as leaving 
him to be understood as participating in a 
partisan demonstration of a nature highly of- 
fensive to the supporters of the government 
to which he is accredited. The royalists have 
made every possible explanation and apology, 
but Mr. Blount has laid before President Dole 
a formal complaint of the treatment he has 
teceived. The President’s official reply has 
not transpired. The government has demand- 
ed an explanation from Charles Creighton.. 

The existence of what the inscription calls 
„The Murder Society of the Annexation 
club” was an equal surprise to all parties. 
Careful inquiry shows that the Annexation 
club knew nothing of such organization. The 
basis of the report was some heated talk 
among the young volunteers who were sub- 
jected to much extra night patrol and guard 


work on account of the dynamite conspiracy. | 


This talk of special reprisals upon royalists 
does not appear to have reached the stage of 
an organized plan. It is not improbable that 
Mr. Blount’s name was mentioned in their 
rash talk as a possible object in such re- 
prisals, since the royalists have even now 
scarcely ceased to express the utmost confi- 
dence that he intended to restore the Queen.

DOES NOT RECOGNIZE STATE’S CLAIM. 


Nebraska’s Deposit of About $236,000 May 
Never Leave the Bank. 

Lixcotx, Neb., Aug. 2.—[Special.]—Re- 
ceiver Hayden of the defunct Capital Nation- 
al Bank has given verbal notice to State 
Treasurer Bartley that the claims of the State 
for the amount of its deposit, something like 
$236,000, will not be allowed on the ground 
that the State’s money had never been de- 
posited in the bank and that the bank had 
never got the benefit of the money. 

State Treasurer Bartley asked Mr. Hayden 
to give him written notice ot the decision. 
This the receiver agreed to do as soon a8 pos- 
sible, but up to this evening it has not found 
its way to the Treasurer’s office, 

Receiver Hayden was seen this evening, but 
was extremely reticent in regard to the sub- 
ject. He admitted that it was true that he 
had decided not to allow the claim of, the 
State, and that he was acting under advice from 
the attorneys, Messrs. Cobb and Harvey and G. 
W. Lambertson. He had hoped to have 
placed a written opinion in the hands of the 
State Treasurer before this, but the absence 
of Mr. Lambertson, who had been called to 
Wisconsin by the death of a. sister, had de- 
layed the matter. He preferred not to dis- 
cuss the matter further. 

The question has been raised as to whether 
this action on the part of the receiver has not 
prejudiced the case of ex- Treasurer Hill, who 
is defendant in the suit brought by Judge 
Wakeley in behalf of Gov. Crounse to recover 
the amount deposited in the bank when. it 
closed its doors. The ex-Treasurer was seen 
at his home this evening. He stated that he 
had heard of the matter only this afternoon, 
and that he had talked with Attorneys Cobb 
and Harvey in regard to it. 

When Treasurer Bartley assumed the du- 
ties of his office he received from his prede- 
cessor certificates of deposit on the Capital 
National Baak for over $300,000. These 
certificates were deposited in the bank 
the next day by Deputy Treasurer Bartley to 
the credit of the State Treasurer. The bank 
accepted the certificates, credited the entire 
amount to the State Treasurer, opened a new 
account in a new pass-book, and then de- 
stroyed the certificates.

Judge Stein’s Decision, 


The decision is as follows: 
The 14th day of July last the Board of Exposi- 
tion directors adopted two resolutions, prefa 
by four preambles, the meaning, intent, and ob- 
ect of which were to keep thereafter the World’s 
air closed Sundays. The persons voting for the 
resolutions did so without any one advising them 
that the injunction which forbade the 7 
the Fair Sundays was no longer im force. a 
matter of fact and law it was still in torce. 
‘Of the respondents now before the court Ly- 
man J. Gage, Charles L. Hutchinson, Charles 
Henrotin, Andrew MeNally, William, D. Kerfoot, 
and Victor F. Lawsen voted for the resolutions, 
d Adolph Nathan voted against them. 
he resolutions in terms provided that a certi- 
fied copy thereof and of the preamble be trans- 
mit to the Council of Administration, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Higinbotham and Schwab. 
members of the Board’ of Directors, and St. 
Clair and Massey, members of the National Com- 
mission. though it does not expressly appear, 
it is fair to presume from thc proofs the cer- 
tified copy of the preambles and resolutions 
reached the Council of Administration on or 
about the 22d day of July. On that day the 
council, ge | upon in pursuance of the 
resolutions, ordered all buildings within the Ex- 
posi grounds and the gates of admission 
to be closed on J a 39 and directed a copy of 
the order to be forthwith sent to the Director- 
General, George R. Davis, with instructions to 
enforce the some. Accordingly the grounds were 
closed to the public on Sunday, the 23d of July. 
That this was a violation of the injunction is- 
sued gp court is beyond doubt. It is also 
clear t the persons primarily and principally 
liable for the violation are the directors who 
voted for the resolutions. Without the passage 
_ of the resolutions nothing that followed would 
have happened It is the directors who manage 
apd control the affairs of the corporation. The 
ouncil ef Administration and Director-General 
are merely executive officers carrying out the or- 
ders given them by their superior. 
At the time the injunction was applied for the 
irectors made no objection. When it had served 
their purposes and was in their — as an ob- 
struction to Sunday closing they simply ignored 
it. There is nothing in the proofs which tends to 
mitigate or excuse their act in defying and over- 
vm | the process of this court. Itis an offense 
which cannot be permitted to go unrebuked. In 
ordinary cases the facts constituing the breach 
ofan njunction are known to none but the im- 
mediate parties, yet when the breach is brought 
to the knowledge of the court the law is swift to 
punish the offender. Here the violation of the 
injunction was as public and notorious as it pos- 
sibly could be; it was committed by men of the 
highest standing and intelligence in the com- 
munity, who of all others should havo scrupu- 
lously obeyed the law and thereby set an ex- 
ample to the rest. 
Sentence of the Court. 


It is the sentence of the court and it is hereby 
ordered that Lo J. Gage, Charles L. Hutchin- 
son, Charles Henrotin, Andrew McNally, and 
William D. Kerfoot be each fined $1,000 and 
stand committed to the County Jail until such 
fine is paid. Asto Adolph Nathan, who voted 
against the resolutions. the rule is discharged.

what different footing. He also voted for the 
resolutions, but under 9 cir- 
cumstances. As n from his answer, 
he was told y Edwin Walker, the

Itis probable that at the 
meeting of the Concessionnaires’ club next 
Monday formal action will be taken to stop 
the abuse which calls out these signs for pro- 
tection. 

Not only do people come with passes 
which bear all the marks of genuineness,’’ 
said Manager Johnson of the Ostrich Farm, 
but there areas many more who come and 
try to get in on their nerve, or possibly by 
the use of a reporter’s star.“ 

„We have been compelled to refuse admit- 
tance to those holdi passes out of self-de- 
fense,”’ said J. F. Ballantyne of the Oceanic 
Trading company. which controls the Samoan 
village and theater. During the first two 
months we were open lam satisfied we ad- 
mitted 20,000 ‘persons to our theater on 
passes,and I de not sup we ever re- 
ceived $1 worth, of benefit in return. 
It got to a point where we had ta shut down 
on passes or shut down the theater, and we 
ehose the former. One day last week a man 
came to the window, presented a pass ne (erg 
by Page, and asked if it was good for admis- 
sion. I told him it was not, that I did not 
know Page, and ret he had 2 given 
any authority to Da at. our 
place. The man replied Well, you will 
know him before you get through with this,’ 
and walked away. We are perfectly willmg 
to admit newspaper men who are entitled to 
the courtesy of the theater and who are on 
papers where they might be of some service 
to us; but the little country paper with from 
300 to 1,000 circulation can do us neither 
good nor harm. You can say for this theater 
that passes issued by Page will not be accept- 
ed for admission.“

RECEIVES A MEDAL FOR BRAVERY. 


Martin Kundson, Lighthouse Keeper on 
Pilot Idland, Earns Distinction. 
Barlxr's Hansor, Wis., Aug. 2.—[Special.]— 
Martin Knudsen, keeper of Porte-des-Morts 
lighthouse, Pilot Island, Wis., was yesterday 
presented by Commander John J. Brice, 
United States Navy Inspector Ninth Light- 
house District, with a life-saving ,.medal, 
awarded by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
in testimony of assistance rendered the crew 
of the schooner A. P. Nichols.

They Cannot Inspect. 

Chicago Evening News: The pretense that only 
competent men have been appointed Building 
Inspectors by Mayor Harrison or Commissioner 
Toolen is, in the light of ascertained facts, too 
preposterous to be seriously maintained. 

At least four of the men who are supposed to 
gee that the city building ordinances are ob- 
served by contractors and others are saloonkeep- 
ers or bartenders; two are rough carpenters of 
little experience, one is a furnace-tender, one a 
te a and several have no regular occupa- 


Saloonkeepers and bartenders may know all 
about the preper method of constructing mixed 
drinks, but it can scarcely be alleged that they 
are in any way qualified to inspect the construc- 
tion of buil Such examinations as they 
make must necessarily be of the most superficial 
kind. Possibly they can tell when a contractor 
is using wood where he should use brick or stone, 
but that is about all. They cannot judge as to 
the quality of the materials used or as to wheth- 
er the plans eg — are being followed or de- 
viated from. Practically their inspection is use- 
less and a source of n ess expense to the city. 
Roofers, furnace-tenders, and nondescripts can 
do as well but no better. 


SOUTH EVANSTON PUMPS NOT TO BE RUN. 


Analysis of the Water Shows It to Be Ex- 
tremely Impure. 

The question of starting the South Evans- 
ton water-works will never come up again in 
the Evanston Council. The recent investiga- 
tion concerning the water of the South Evans- 
ton intake, with the discoveries of its foul con- 
dition, has forever settled the question. Dr. 
Clapp, Health Commissioner, had four sam- 
ples of the water taken and analyzed—one at 
the mouth of the intake, one half way between 
the intake and the outlet of the Evanston ave- 
nue sewer, one 500 feet straight east of the 
intake, and one 500 feet south of the intake. 
The intake is 1,000 feet from the shore, is 
eight feet under the surface, and is only one 
block: south of the Evanston avenue sewer. 
The samples of water were taken from five to 
eight feet beneath the surface. The analysis 
showed the water to be the purest where it 
was taken 500 feet to the east of the intake, 
and that at the intake less pure, and that 
nearer shere still more impure, proving that 
the impurity was due to sewage from the Ev- 
anston avenue sewer. The analysis of the 
water at the intake showed it to contain an 
excess of albumenoid ammonia, a product of 
d ing animal and vegetable matter, of 
nearly per cent, while the excess of 
chiorine was about 450 per cent.

MOBILE AND OHIO BOYCOTT. 


Guilty of the Crime of Making Low Rates 
to the World’s Fair. 

The Western Passenger Association has in- 
augurated a boycott against the Mobile and 
Qhio railroad, and as the latter is noted for 
its pugnacity an interesting fight is looked 
for.
